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Miss Los Angeles Flirting Again— 


Mayor Cryer of Los Angeles is strong for a consolidated 


city and county government. He goes into the question at 
some length in his annual message to the people of the city 
of Los Angeles, a document which may have been inadver- 
tently overlooked by the good and busy people of the Covina 
valley. 


The way to make the lion lie down with the lamb was 


worked out some time ago through the simple process of the 
lion first eating the lamb. Los Angeles city is deserving of 
the highest praise as to its beauty and well nigh incredible 
development along all lines that include social, commercial 
and industrial endeavor. But not from the standpoint of 
civic government. The city has become the marvel of the 
west in spite of its politicians and the underworld, and not 
with their assistance. 


If we happen not to be squeamish from the moral stand- 


point, there would still be that question of property assess- 
ment to give us pause. Also, those communities not incor- 
porated and still in county territory do not seem to be suffer- 
ing from a backward government. The county government is 
dohvj; fairly well with a huge job. 


Let Los Angeles, our big and beautiful sister, pay a little 


more attention to her political behavior before she begins to 
cast sheepseyes at the rest of the territory around her. 


The Sovereign Voter— 


Just as a matter of mild protest against ;• propaganda 


that persists to the point of irritation, we would like to de- 
clare that if a citizen doesn't want to register and vole, it is 
his own business, and his attitude has little to do with 
whether or not he is a. good or bad citizen. 


It is our opinion that men and women eligible to vote 


should do so if they feel themselves qualified to pass upon 
the questions confronting them at the polls. If they have 
any doubt on this point, they shouldn't vote. The cure of 
this situation lies in keeping posted on public affairs so far 
as is humanly possible in these days of complicated ballot 
questions. But to vote ignorantly is a greater menace than 
not to vote at all. 


The propagandists say: Vote—no matter whether you 


are fully aware of the question at issue—register your opin- 
ion at the polls. Thousands of people have no opinion on 
many subjects that appear on the ballot. The thing to do 
in this case is to refrain from voting. One may go to the 


polls and vote on some questions or individuals and refrain 
from voting on others. This seems logical. And, if a citizen 
has no choice as to all of the questions on the ballot, and no 
party preference, may we not give him the privilege of stay- 
ing away from the polls? May it not be that he is a better 
citizen than one who goes to the polls with a halter around 
his neck and votes because of his father's and grandfather's 
party preference, or because his boss happens to need his 
vote? 


Speaking bluntly about this voting business, there is quite 


a lot of bunk in thie propaganda. Without question, if there 
is a great and well defined issue at stake, the people will be 
found at the polls. It is a lack of real issues and a lack of 
clarity in issues that keeps a large number away from the 
privilege of the ballot box. 


Hoover and the Citrus Industry— 


When freight priorities occupied the attention of the 


whole country during the anxious days of 1917 and 1918, 
the Pacific coast, far out on the end of 4000 marketing miles, 
was torn between two strongly-fought points of view, both 
intensely patriotic views, but highly necessary that one should 
prevail. 


Rolling stock was at a premium. The citizens were being 


urged to conserve food. Every human effort was being made 
to cut down the movement of freight of luxuries. Hoover, 
as food administrator, sent for G. Harold Powell, general 
manager of the California Fruit Growers Exchange, and 
placed him in his office as the head of the department of 
perishables. 


Powerful pressure was brought to bear to exclude, or par- 


tially exclude, the shipping of citrus fruits from the Pacific 
coast. The citrus industry was faced with the possible loss 
of its share of rolling stock. Powell maintained that oranges 
and lemons were necessary to the health of the citizenry and 
the troops. There were days when this question was argued 
before committees. Patriotic men of large influence believed 
that citrus fruits could be dispensed with as luxuries. 


Hoover, who had operated large crews of workmen in 


Powell's viewpoint—that fresh fruits were absolutely neces- 
Powell's viewpoint—that fresh fruits were absolulety neces- 
sarv to a balanced ration, and that citrus fruits had long 
bee'n proven to be both nutritious and medicinal. He stood 
with Powell in his demand for the free movement of citrus 
fruits, and the Pacific coast citrus crop was marketed. Hoov- 
er's attitude on all public questions has always been broad. 
His vast and varied experience has provided him with a 
great fund of knowledge and has .made him one of the most 
valuable public officials the country has afforded in any era.
